The 
O P S months ago had inform ed the 
city it was closing down its Muddy 
power station and was giving th e 
city first chance to buy its equip­ 
ment and land in the water area. 
The O P S proposition includes 
about 85 acres, on which are the 
O P S reservoir, the spray pond. 
pump house,

lines, transform ers, etc. 
50-Year Franchise 
The water board last night voted 
to accept the proposition, and this 
m orning the council ’voted accept­ 
ance.

The franchise, said W illiam J. Hop­ 
kins, superintendent of the Harris- 
trorg group, contains the sam e pro­ 
visions as the one in effect, except 
for a few item s including giving 
the city up to 55,000 kilowatt hours 
of free power yearly instead of the 
present 45,000; and in furnishing 
power for flood control pumping, 
setting the rate at “not more than 
one cent per kilowatt hour” instead 
o f a flat one cent. 
Hopkins pointed out, in p resent-j 
ing the franchise, that it gives the 
CIPS the right to distribute and 
sell power in the city but it does 
not give the company the m onop­ 
oly, that it does not keep anybody 
out of the town.

Air Defense Command.” 
W ilson told a news conference 
that centralized direction of the 
nation’s continental defense sys­ 
tem has been made necessary by 
“the advent of new weapons and 
increased forces available for con­ 
tinental air defense." 
He said forces of the Army and 
Navy as well as the Air Force 
will be under Chidlaw’s command. 
The new continental setup is like 
that used in such overseas theaters 
as the Far E ast and Pacific, where 
units of all services are under a 
single overall commander.
